Washington.—It is Just three year? 
since the four lender? of the railwaj 
brotherhoods, having refused arbitra­ 
tion of their demands, sat in the gal­ 
lery of the United States Senate and 
held their watches on the Senators 
while the memorable vote was being 
taken on the Adamson Law ihat gave 
them $60,000,000 additional wages a 
year. When the vote was counted aud 
announced the four labor chiefs rushed 
out to the telegraph office aud with­ 
drew 
the order 
for

st rike. 
That such a scene may be again en­ 
acted on a much greater scale is Indi­ 
cated by the startling developments 
at tin nation’s capital In the past few 
days.

“We will tie up the railroads so that 
they will never run again if we do not 
get what we want," announced one ol 
the labor spokesmen, standing within 
a stone’s throw of the Capitol, and 
this amazing announcem ent, like an 
ultimatum from a leader of the Bus 
sian Soviet, was instantly flashed over 
the telegraph wires to e\ery part ol 
the country.
